Mr. Glid Ion was a native of England, but at an 
early age accompanied his father to Egypt, and sub- 
sequently succeeded him as United States Consul in 
that country. His official duties were discharged 
with singular ability and fidelity. It is, however, 
as an explorer of Egyptian antiquities that he 
achieved his highest distinction. In this department 
of inquiry, Mr. Giiddon early took a position in the 
front rank of contemporary investigators. The first 
men of science of the day sought his acquaintance 
and correspondence, and gratefully acknowledged 
Lis signal services to the common cause. His lec- 
tures on the antiquities of Egypt have been read and 
admired by everybody feeling the slightest interest 
in the subject, and doubtless by many who care little 
or nothing al*jut it, iu which last class we rank our- 
selves. Yet such was the enthusiasm of the man 
that he charmed us through his pages while we were 
Still in our Uens. His latest works, the "Types of 
Mankind," the joint production of himself and Dr 
J. C. Nott, of Mobile, and the "Indigenous Races 
Of the Earth," deal more largely in speculation than 
in fact, and, accordingly, have not been received 
with uniform approval by the scientific world. They, 
however, display great research, and my uncom- 
mon ingenuity. 

Mr. Giiddon was about fifty years of age, and 
leaves a wife and family. He has deserved well of 
posterity. His influence on the scientific mind of 
the age, though felt through his researches rather 
than his speculations, has been very decided and 
beneficent.' 

Fall of a Building in New Youk. — On Thurs- 
<lay evening, between G and 7 o'clock, a large malt 
house on the corner of Bethune and West streets, 
New York, fell, burying seven workmen in the 
ruins. The building was 125 feet on Bethue street 
by 75 feet deep on West street, had only been re- 
cently erected by Mathew White, at a cost of *30,- 
000. On the fourth or upper story were stored 
about 15,000 or 20,000 bushels of barley, for malt- 
ing purposes. The immense weight of grain thus 
resting on the beams and flooring of the upper story 
•caused them to give way, and the whole mass of 
timber, grain, &c., was precipitated into the third, 
.second, and first floors respectively, each giving 
wav in their turn as the immense mass of debris de- 
scending upon them, until the whole was lodged in 
the cellars. 

Only one of the men, John Kelly, was killed. 
The rest escaped with a few bruises.

The Atlantic Monthly. — The second number 
of this ambitious Monthly is a slight improvement 
on the first one, but still falls something short of the 
standard suggested by its high pretensions. The 
opening article, -the conclusion of Motley's essay 
on "Florentine Mosaics," is, like the first part of the 
same essay, delightfully written. It would do hon- 
or to any periodical in the world. "The Battle cf 
Le panto," the next article, is understood to be from 
the pen of Mr. Prescott, but is not remarkable for 
anything else. Oliver Wendell Holmes discourses 
again in a very acute and amusing way through the 
mouth of the "Autocrat of the Breakfast Table;*' 
Emerson has a characteristic article on "Solitude 
and Society;" and Longfellow furnishes a very 
charming poem called the "Golden Mile Stone.' 
A fine humorous poem entitled "Skipper Ireson's 
Ride," is attributed, with apparent justice, to Whit- 
tier. "Turkey Tracks," "The Ghost Redivivius," 
and "The Button-Rose," are three extremely en- 
tertaining stories. A political article, entitled 
"Where Will it End," commits the Atlantic Month- 
ly ven* unequivocally to the Anti-Slavery side of 
our politics. The remaining articles are respectable 
both in respect of ability and of interest. The Litera- 
ry "Notices contain a slashing and racy attack on 
Homeopathy, which we have seen laid at the door 
or Holmes.

Tuk Indianapolis Slave Case. — Delivery of the 
Negro to his Owner. — A dispatch states that the ne- 
gro of Dr. Yallandinghaiu was delivered up on Sat- 
urday, and left in charge of the U. S. Marshal's 
posse in the night train for this city. To the oblig- 
ing messenger of Adams Express we are indebted 
for the following particulars of an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to throw a train off the track: 

"The negro fugitive from Frankfort, Ky., whose 
case created so much excitement in Indianapolis for 
the last few days, was led by the United States 
Marshal and his posse to the Union depot through 
the midst of a very excited throng, and placed in 
the Jeffersonville cars en route for Louisville. The 
passengers and officers of the train weie much alarm- 
ed lest an attack might be made upon them by the 
infuriattd mob, which however, I am happy to state, 
did not occur. All passed off quietly. But had not 
Mr. Rickets, the President of the Jeffersonville road, 
been on board of the train at the time, matters 
would have certainly assumed a different and more 
serious character. Mr. R., fearing that some ob- 
struction might be placed upon the track, called the 
engineer aside and told him his surmises, with strict 
injunctions to move slowly and cautiously the first 
ten miles. When a!>out three miles from Indianap- 



olis, Mr. Ricket's fears were confirmed by the dis- 
covery of a htyze pile of rails and cross-ties being 
placed across the track, evidently to annihilate us. 
We cleared the track and again proceeded cautious- 
ly, and about a mile farther found a pile of greater 
magnitude than the first, which, I believe, had we 
tome in contact with while moving at the speed that 
is usual at that spot, all on board, excepting the 
posse and the negro who occupied the ladies' saloon 
in the car behind, would have met inevitable des 
truction. 

"Subsequently, Conductor Walkup stepped upon 
the platform of the baggage car to let off a brake 
and was immediately dealt a severe blow on the 
head with a missile, evidently from the hand of 
some Black Republican. The fugitive, however, 
was safely lodged in the Louisville jiil." 

CjpAt Mt. Sterling, on Monday last, an Irishman 
named Patrick Broderick murdered his wife, and 
then attempted to drown himself. Broderick was 
arrested, underwent an examination, and was com 
mitted. A special term of the Circuit Court had 
been ordered for the trial.

sentations;. 1 1 does not appear, however, that aside from 
the artifice of this individuvl banker, the exigence of the 
occasion was overrated. The joint stock banks and hank- 
ers by withdrawing their deposits could have reduced the 
specie in the ltank of Kngland on that memorable Thurs. 
day to about £1,000,000, so that expansion or suspension 
was inevitable, .-ince the depositors were Uetvnmie 1 ui«>n 
insisting upon the ultimative. If there were no light ahead 
for the London market, we mhjht still expect suspension, 
but happily the signs of relief were vL-dblu when the Amer- 
ica left. The Persia which toak over (uOO,noo in gold, was 
just going in as the America came out, and exchange seem- 
ed turning in favorof London from all quarters. Theship- 
ments to India had greatly declined and the JScoftLh banks 
were returning th^ gold they had previously drawn. These 
favorable movements of coin will give increased contdence 
and we think will be found sufficient to avert any further 
disastrous financial difficulties in that quarter. In France 
the horizon is still dark, but as the press is not free, we can- 
not learn particulars.

At St. Louis, on Friday, hogs were unchanged, 
with fair sales at $4 25 per 100 lbs for light lots; $4 
50 for an average of 200 fibs, and $4 G2% for 220 
lbs and upwards. 

Of the Chicago market on Friday the Tribune of 
Saturday says: 

A decline of 25@35c V 160 ths gross has been sub- 
mitted to, owing to the very heavy receipts, 6,490 
head having come in by rail yesterday, and a goodly 
numlter to day.

Mr. Stetson, the President of the Ohio Life and 
Trust Company, publishes a card in the Cincinnati 
papers, in which he says that from the confused sit- 
uations of the bocks of the New York agency, it is 
impossible to form any correct estimate of the value 
of the stock of the company, or any claims it may 
hold, and that it will require some mouths still of 
patient investigation before any statement can l>e 
prepared by which the value of a claim against the 
company can be determined. Accounts with parties 
having business with the agency have been made 
out and furnished them. In many instances no re- 
sponse or acknowledgment has been received; many 
have been returned, pointing out numerous errors 
and discrepancies.

The causes which 
have brought the company to insolvency are wholly 
owing to the unauthorized and disastrous transac- 
tions of the cashier in New York. The losses will 
more than consume the entire capital of the com pa 
ny by two millions of dollars.

For a>K>ut a week our city has been kept in a I 

moil about a fugitive slave, or a negro alledged 
to l>e, who was taken in Illinois, and nas progressed 
so far on hit road to Kentucky. If he makes the 

same "time" all the way home he may possibly 

eat a Christmas dinner on the "plantation" about 
the year 1860. Such a complication of suits, affi- 
davits, and arguments, we never heard of rn ativ 
similar case, or any ca-e at all. We will try and 
disentangle it as brietly as possible, and let our 
readers know what has been done, and what is now 
doing. A man by the name of Vallandingham , 
from Frankfort, Ky., found a negro in Illinois whom 
he claims as his slave, and brought him here on the 
road home. Tbe negro claiming to be free, a habeas 
corpus was procured here from Judge Wallace of 
the Common Pleas Court, by which the progress of 1 
.Mr. V. was brought to a short stop. After hearing 
the case, Judge Wallace discharged the negro. This 
result being anticipated, of course a new writ, is- 
sued by U. S. Commissioner Rea, was ready, and 
the negro was again taken into custody to await the 
tction of that functionary. For several days the 
:ase has been liefore him, but after the argument, 
aud before the decision, the claimant was arrested 
on an affidavit charging him with an attempt to 
"kidnap* 1 the alledged slave. Thus both claimed 
iind claimant ware tied fast by the law together. 
Yesterday the Commissioner decided that Mr. Val- 
laudingham was entitled to the negro, but that in- 
teresting sptcin'jen of the "chivalry" being unable 
to avail himself of the property in consequence of 
the Mayor's polite request for him to stay and talk 
over thj "kidnapping affair," the decision has not 
i"tie him any good yet. For feir the fun would 
dack if the public attention were occupied with but 
>ne suit, as soon as the Commissioner's decision was 
announced, the Deputy Marshal in charge of the 
negro was invited by another hal>eas from Judge 
W dlaca to explaiu by what authority be kept the 
sai l negro in his custody. The two suits were boil- 
ing away jJlily yesterday afternoon, with a prom- 
of plenty more when these gave out. Thus the 
case stands at this present writing (4 o'clock P. M. ). 
The slave hunter is on trial for kidnapping before 
the Mayor, and the slave, or the Marshal, is on trial 
before Judge Wallace on the halieas corpus. It is 
said that the Mayor will lie arrested as soon as his 
case is ended for entertaining the "kidnapping" 
charge, and, of course, a set off suit will be found 
to operate on the claimant. It is further stated 
that if the negro i* not discharged on the habeas cor- 
pus, as is very unlikely, he will be arrested on a 
charge of stealing the horse on which he attempted 
to escape the other day. Altogether there don't ap* 
pear to be any immediate prospect of a complete 
termination of the business. If all legal hindrances 
fail there will be no resort to force, or any illegal 
means of rescuing the negro, so far as we can jedge. 

The Kidnapped Nkgrofj — Further Facts In the 
Case. — We'stated yesterday morning that an officer 
arrived iu this city" the day previous, with a requisi- 
tion from the Governor of New York for certain par- 
ties engaged in kidnapping the two negro boys from 
Geneva, X. Y. The officer who is in search of the 
fugitives is a Mr. Walker, and we learn from the 
Statesman that he found Daniel Price, the one who 
escaped from the cars at Carlisle, at work in a stable 
in that city, having traveled thither on foot, after 
getting out of the clutches of the kidnappers, as 
stated. 

The other boy, Daniel Hite, was brought to this 
city, conveyed across the river to Covington, and 
from there" shipped down the river and sold into 
slavery. On the passage he informed a passenger 
of the "facts in the case, and where be was from, and 
the information was communicated to his friends at 
Genera. It is known to parties who are investiga- 
ting the matter where the kidnapped negro is, and it 
is understood that he was sold for $900 to one man. 
who again disposed of him to another partr. He 
has been sold three times already, and at the last 
accounts he was held by a lawyer in one of the Ohio 
river towns in Kentucky. 

Certified copies of the freedom papers of the negro 
have been forwarded to Judge Wilcox, of Columbus, 
together with a letter from Hon. Samuel F. Vinton, 
giving a full description of him. He had been a 
servant in Mr. Vinton's family in Washington, 
where his father now lives. The free papers and Mr. 
Vinton's letter have been given to^Mr. '^£ Iker ' who 

Great Eastern.— A second attempt was made to 
launch the leviathan steamer Great Eastern on No- 
vember 19th, but it proved a failure, it being found 
impossible to move her.

This again baa caused a good deal of embarra.-smeut 
in the manufacturing districts, but I do not find that fail, 
ures to much extent are at present apprehended. A most 
inconvenient result of the high rate of discount at the bank 
is that purchasers who have hitherto paid cash to the man- 
ufacturers on a reduction of 8 per cent, discount, now i 
fuse to accept less than 10 per cent, which naturally ha 
corresponding effect on the profits of the sellers. In the 
regular progress of reaction, the pressure has extended to 
the laboring clHSses, at least if we may judge bv the crowds 
that visit the establishments every day. The accounts 
from the commercial towns in the provinces are not mere 
favorable. The distress is so general among the working 
population of Lyons, the Cardinal de Bolaud, Archbishop

Tm: Loss of the Central America. — The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter from an officer of 
the army stationed in California, dated November 3d, 
1857. The writer went out with a detachment of re- 
cruits hi April last: v 

You can scarcely im.acine the sensation *hich the 
loss of the Central America produced here. Every 
Californian except the few who came here overland, 
has had personal experience of the wretchedly bad 
management of the steamers on the Atlantic side. 
Every one of them iias had an experience of the diet 
and starvation s stem carried out on the boats, and 
of the insolence" of their officers excepting only in 
that one particular, the captains. The news of the 
accident was not the cause of any surprise. 

I had, perhaps, a better opportunity of judging of 
the management of the IlUnois than most persons 
have in coming out, from the fact that I was obliged 
to go frequently to the forward aud lower portions of 
the ship to look after the recruit.*, and certainly I 
was very forcibly impressed with the idea that there 
was no such thing as good order or discipline known 
among the crew. I never saw one of the ship's offi- 
cers below d.cks. and, on one occasion, when there 
wa* every apjearance of heavy weather, and when 
the sea was getting uncomfortably rough, I found 
more than oce-half of the lower deck ports open, 
and this after dark. I, of course, reported It to the 
captain, and had the satisfaction of hearing the offi- 
cer of the watch say that he did not know who had 
charge of the lower deck, but he supposed the boat- 
swain or some one else bad. 

I have heard that the captains of the line have no 
control whatever over the engineers or firemen, even 
to make or reduce steam, and that the steward, by 
order of the company, is the exclusive master of the 
table on board ship, that the captain cannot order a 
potato more or less. The steamers on this side are 
much better regulated and furnished. The captains 
make an inspection every morning of every portion 
of tbe ships, even to the" state- rooms and co.il-bunk- 
ers; and on the Golden Gate, and I suprv-se it is so 
on all, the officer of the deck, the chief engineer, 
the surgeon, purser, and steward, were all required 
to report the result of an evening inspection to the 
captain.

Extraordinary Tale— Two Brothers Marry- 
ing the Same Wife. — Very seldom has a tale of 
illainy been unfolded which, whether we regard 
the heartlessness of the offenders or the misery of 
the victim or the fatuity of every individual con- 
cerned, is more astonishing than that which came to 
light at the Lambeth Police Court on Saturday last. 
Out of incidents not very different from those which 
belongs to the history of tbe brothers Wills the 
grand old tragedians of Athens, to whom the most 
wonderful characteristics of human crime was ut- 
ter folly, and who could scarcely bring themselves 
to believe that men are accountable for such stupidi- 
ty, would have constructed a drama in which every 
act and ever*' werd should bear the impress of a 
rigid fate and a divine decree, und all that at the 
last an avenging fate might overwhelm innocent 
and guilty alike in one frightful catastrophe. 

Some time in the summer of "50 John Blair Wills, 
then a medical student, met a young girl in an om- 
nibus, and was so smitten with her charms that be 
at once followed her to her resilience. By grea' per- 
severence be made the discovery that the young 
lady was a M:-. Marion Maxwell, and that her rela- 
tives resided at Bath. To Bath the excited lover 
forthwith hurried; he found out the girl's mkjkU, 
and at ence made an offer of marriage. There was 
cf.ly one l ar to the union, but that was imjussaMe 
for'the time— the girl was not 13 years of age. De- 
lay was necessary, and so the matter seemed to end. 
Here is a fate, as i: would seem, from the begin- 
ning — love at first sight, passion boiling up ia a mo- 
ment and apparently gone as quickly. 

But this so callsd fate prevails once mora, and by 
mere accident the pair met again at the Surrey Gar- 
dens after a lapse < f nearly five ytars. The passion 
of Mr. Wills is again excited, he determined to have 
the lady for his bride, wjth the consent of her moth- 
er they were married at Kennicgton church on the 
24th of March, 1855, and they appear to live verv 
happily togelher until at length a child is born. With 
the birth of the child, however, comes a fever which 
ultimately affects the mother's mind, and the is ac- 
cordingly placed in the Bethlehem Hospital, where 
he remains for a year. 

It appears to be one of the regulations of this in- 
titution that persons in the position of the patient 
shall not remain for more than a year, and accord- 
ingly a request was made to her husband that, al- 
though her recovery was still incomplete, she sheuld 
be removed. Her nu band paid no attention to the 
reque»t, but his brother. Mr. James Fenton WilN, 
went to the hospital and removed his sister-in-law to 
the residence of his mother. 

This took place on the 3d of August last, when 
the complications commence. Where was the hus- 
band all this time that his wife was thus oppressed 
with the mo5t affecting malady to which human life 
is subject — a malady, too, induced under circum- 
stances which might well have softened his heart? 
Mr. John Wills had in the meantime sedaced himself 
with another wife — he married Antie Good in April 
last. In the meantime the true Mrs. Wills, released 
from confinement, is anxious to s^her husband and 
child, and after a few davs he writes a letter to her, 
requesting that she would meet him somewhere in 
the city. ~The meeting takes place, and he has the 
effrontery to repudiate his marriage, and not only to 
confess his bigamy, but also to declare that his first 
marriage was with Anne Good so long ago as 1851. 

Apparently he had calculated on being able to 
impose on Id's wife in the weak state of her intellect, 
and lie had calculated correctly; but he never took 
into acconnt that the very simplicity with which 
she could receive his statement and follow his direc- 
tion must ultimately recoil upon himself and prove 
the instrument of his ruin. "The only and best 
thing you can do," he said, "is to marry my brothej 
Fenton; he loves you, will marry you, and make 
you a good husband." 

The brother, too, professes to have believed the 
story of a previous marriage^ — Relieved it, too, with- 
out a tittle of proof, save the word of the bigamist, 
and. fatuity on fatuity! the girl, who seemed to have 
had strength enough only to feel her misery and to 
appreciate a little kindness, at once accepted the ad 
dresses of her brother-in-law, follows his directions, 
and on the 21st of August, but a few days after the 
interview with John Wdls, commits an incestuous 
bigamy with James! 

She, poor soul, is still underage; and it was neces- 
sary for herself and her new husband to make a 
declaration — which, under tbe circumstances, was 
equivalent to perjury — that this marriage was sol- 
emnized with the consent of her mother. It was not 
likely that this second mariage could be long con- 
cealed from the lady's relatives. It soon came to 
the mother's ears. 

The mother came to town; inquiries were insti- 
gated; te register of John Wills's second marriage 
was found in Somerset house, with the date of April 
last; tho double deception which he had practiced 
was at once avident; and all the tissue of falsehoods 
was laid bare bv which this simple-minded girl was 
first of all wronged most cruelly, and then forced by 
the oppression of clearer intellects into tbe commis- 
sion of a crime in which the monstrosity of incest 
was added to the gu'lt of bigamj. 

Nor did this end tha catalogue of the ladv's 
wrongs. The result of the discovery was that Jas. 
Will* at once threw off his obligations to the lady 
whom he had led into an accursed marriage, and in- 
human hatred seems to have sacoeeded to an unnat- 
ural love.

Washington, Dec. 7 

Weather charming. Dense crowds in the galle- 
ries and other parts of the cipitol. Greetings be- 
tween members and friends pleasant. 

Senate.— Fifty Senators were present. The Sen 
ate was called to order by the S.cretary, who read 
a letter from the Vice President stating that h< 
would not be able to reach Washington at the com 
mencement of the session. 

On motion of Mr. Benjamin, a resolution was 
adopted, that the oath prescribed by the constitu- 
tion be administered to the new Senators by Mr. 
ISrLht. the oldest member present.

The Senate then proceeded to ballot for President 
protem. Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Ala., was chosen and 
returned thanks, and the usual resolutions were 
adopted to inform the House and the President of 
the United Slates of the organization.

ment. He disclaims any knowledge of it, and so 
does Gen. Cass. Still it may l>e so, though it is 
much doubted. France has no po'itieal interest in 
Central America, though it is true she may have 
seme BMMM cial interests. 

There is no doubt that the British minister is dis- 
satisfied, and the Adimistration here puzzled, Ly 
the p:e-ent complicated state of things in Costa 
ttica and Nic.ra^ua. Whether the recent treaty 
with this goveri.n- eat by Mr. Yrissari will promote 
an adjustment < f *hi difficulties pending, should the 
treaty take triec, ia uncertain. There is a remote 
probability that Walker, with his friends in the 
steamer Fashion, will be intercepted bv a United 
State* or British vessel of war, or that fie may le 
defeated, up n his first appearance, by the CWa 
Kioans. 

The Costa Rican plenipotentiaries. Molena and Es- 
calente. have as yet made no overtures or re presen- 
tations to tlii* government on the subject of then- 
mission, but it is expected tliat they will mk>ii pre- 
sent their views. It has been hoped that they would 
coincide with our government on the terms of the 
treatv lately made with Nicaragua. But the turn 
which affairs have taken discourage the expectation. 

The Administration is believed to be relieved of a 
heavy load by the defeat of Mayor Wood, though 
they were nominally in his favor. There is no rea- 
son to believe, however that any incumbent of a 
United States office in New York" u to be removed, 
ou account of opposition to Mayor Wood.

It is generally understood among the Democratic 
meml>ers who have arrived that there will be no 
row in Congress upon* the Kansas question. The 
difficulty, whatever it may be, will be met in a con- 
ciliatory spirit, both by Northern and Southern Dem- 
ocrats, and it will be settled. Perhaps Judge Doug- 
las, as the author of the Kansas-Nebraska bill, can 
devi-e a means of pacification that will be accepted 
by the Kansas people.
